Gaskets Very Necessary 
to Prevent Gas Leakage 
In order to secure a liquid or gas­ 
tight Joint, even between flat, accu­ 
rately machined or ground surfaces 
that are fastened together, a packing 
of compressible material must be used 
between them which, when the surfaces 
are drawn ^.together by the bolts or 
other means of fastening, will distort 
to conform to the slight irregularities 
that may exist, and thus secure a leak­ 
iest contact, says the Automobile I n ­ 
gest. 
If the gasket material does not 
yield to the irregularities of the sur- 
f ees in contact with It, It cannot seal 
the joint. 
Owing to the necessity of 
using compressible’material, it usually 
becomes necessary to replace them 
when removed. 
Their replacement is 
thus frequently required and evasive 
trouble Is often caused by new gaskets 
which blow out due to defective instal­ 
lation. 


Machine Demonstrates 
the Working of a Tire 
An automobile tire company dis­ 
plays in its salesrooms in New York 
one of the most perfect machines yet 
devised for demonstrating the working 
o / a tire under road conditions. Mount­ 
ed on a heavy stand, a big iron drum is 
driven by an electric motor. 
An axle 
and wheel are mounted over the drum, 
with the tire In contact with It and 
bearing Its weight. The tire is under 
the same pressure as if on a loaded 
touring car. 
Tile test, a most severe 
one, consists in driving nails, spikes, 
etc., into the tire and tube and then 
running with them in at a rate of about 
twenty-five miles an hour.

Frank Sehoble, blinded World war 
veteran, und one of the nation's hest 
examples of how a disabled man may 
become rehabilitated, has won addi­ 
tional honors. 
Sob obi e’s home Is at 
Wynecote, Pa., but be has been at­ 
tending tile University of Pennsylvania 
since 1921. There be won a member­ 
ship in Phi Beta Kappa, the highest 
scholastic honor that a student may re­ 
ceive. 
Sehoble was blinded five days before 
the armistice as he led his men near 
NantiUols in the Argonne sector. 
Re­ 
turning, he resolved to re-enter the 
school that he had left thirteen years 
before to enter business life, only to 
face many handicaps. 
His first obstacle was credit for his 
previous 
work. 
Scholastic 
require­ 
ments had so increased that though he 
was in ids junior year when he had 
left the school, he was given credit 
but for work covering a year and a 
half. 
Then anotia r handicap presented 
itself. He had not yet learned to read 
and write by tile Braille system, and 
was forced to have this knowledge to 
continue bis studies. 
He was not 
daunted, however, and his applications 
have just won him tile most coveted 
honor of the institution. 
Schoble is an active member of the 
American Legion, and has spoken be­ 
fore many Pennsylvania posts of the 
Legion. Without uny bitterness against 
the fate which shut him off from sight. 
he said to his comrades: 
“I see line upon line of khaki-clad 
men, my comrades in the war, going 
forward In that drive that forced the 
enemy from his position, and that 
within a few short weeks had expelled 
him from the Argonne. 
“That sight to my mind represents 
the spirit of the American soldiers, 
and of the Legion itself. 
You are go­ 
ing forward to your objective. 
“I feel I have an advantage over all 
you men. with that final picture in my 
mind. You men here are to me not an 
assemblage of civilians, but of soldiers, 
in spirit wearing that uniform and go­ 
ing forward.

Legion suggestions further Included 
a Cie report are increase of pay for 
Ii Babied veterans with children, to 
idows of veterans with children, and 
. uible compensation for women who 
“st a son and a husband or two sons 
n service; allowance for housekeep­ 
ers for totally helpless veterans; retro­ 
active reduction In compensation be 
forbidden except in case of fraud; in­ 
crease in burial expenses for indigent 
veterans; opening of hospitals to vet­ 
erans of all American campaigns; sus­ 
pension of compensation payments to 
ruardlans of insane veterans who fail 
lo render proper accounting of funds; 
end that disputed claims on war risk 
insurance may be taken to the courts 
for judgment. 
Among the most important of the 
suggestions made which are In line 
with the Legion policy or rehabilita­ 
ted is that if tuberculosis or mental 
leases developed within three years 
after discharge, these shall be pre­ 
sumed to be of service origin, which 
opens the wsy to compensation for 
thousands of veterans; and the Legion 
further suggests that the hospitals be 
thrown open to all veterans suffering 
from mental disease or tuberculosis 
without demanding proof that such 
disease was of sendee origin. 
Directions of the Legion’s fight for 
care of the disabled veteran Is in 
charge of the national rehabilitation 
committee, which maintains a large 
force In the national capital, with an 
active service bureau in touch with 
the central bureau office and liaison 
officials and committees In every dis­ 
trict and subdistrict.

National Prize Essay 
The essay of Lambert Slomlnski of 
Greenbush, Minn,, submitted as state 
.inner in the national essay contest of 
the American Legion, caused a contro­ 
versy to arise between II. J. Steel, 
•ha lr man of the department American­ 
um commission of the American Le­ 
gion and several critics of the lad’s 
•omposition. 
SlominskJ, a schoolboy of sixteen, 
v. rote on the Legion’s announced sub- 
ieot, “Why America Should Prohibit 
Immigration 
for Five 
Years.” 
His 
» ssuy was adjudged best In his state 
and as a consequence was given wide 
ublleity. One of tile points made by 
the boy was that ability of Slavic and 
Mediterranean subraces to maintain 
free Institutions and democratic gov­ 
ernment is questionable. 
This called forth much criticism, 
“articularly from representatives of 
those races. 
One letter from Rev. V. 
F, Mlkolasek of Lankin, N. I)., declared 
•hat the Czechoslovak race, of which 
he is a member, maintained free insti­ 
tutions long before America was dis­ 
covered. This is, of course, very true, 
ic cording to history. 
But Chairman Steel cited the fact 
t these people have for several 
. -rations been under the domini­ 
ons of despotic monarchs and peo- 
!. h 
They have not bean able to con* 
t fine their institutions of learning, 
their forms of fret- government. Steel 
maintained that the boy’s point* were 
. ii taken in this respect, as adatis 
- on of such people was not a rofleo- 
fiori on the race itself, hut on the 
lords and masters of tile citizenry. 
In an open letter to Reverend Miko­ 
las ok, 
Steel 
said; 
“Anyone 
who 
uuaes to reflect a moment wilt agree 
that the Slav of today or Of any period, 
is and was different in many respects 
from the New Englanders of Colonial 
times. 
But the Slav Is not therefore 
nferior. 
Moreover It Is not yet detcr- 
ulned that America will be molded 
along the lines set forth by our Purl­ 
ins) ancestors. 
That is one 
o f the 
t h i n g s the Legion hopes to have con­ 
sidered and lf possible settled in the 
present discussion.” 
The fact that such sn essay brought 
forth discussion was the point aimed 
ut in the nation-wide contest In which 
nearly 300,000 children competed
